The coron«r aonounreti this after 
noon that lie .would taite no action 
this time, l^ut that he i:t confident, i 
he chose, he could compel the under 
taker to disinter the remains, sqd 
permit an inquest to be held, at his 
own expense. The present case re- 
sulted simply from an understanding
